DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 87, 89-96, 98-100 and 101 have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Priority 

2. Claiming Benefit to a Non-English Language Provisional Application 
This application claims benefit to provisional application No. 60/413,153 filed on 
9/25/2002, in a language other than English. An English translation of the non-English 
language provisional application and a statement that the translation is accurate must 
be filed in each provisional application No provisional application No. 60/413,153 See 
37 CFR 1.78(a)(5). 

The English translation of the non-English language provisional application and a 
statement that the translation is accurate required by 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(5) are missing. 
Accordingly, applicant must supply 1) the missing English translation of the non-English 
language provisional application and a statement that the translation is accurate in 
provisional application No. 60/413,153 and 2) in the present application, a confirmation 
that the translation and statement were filed in the provisional application.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 87, 89-95, and 102 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

For claim 87, there's no description in the specification for "information indicating 
a file layout". It is believed the directory file structure corresponds to the claimed "file 
layout". Page 105 of the specification cited "a table showing pieces of virtual version 
information for different versions of virtual packages will be referred to as a virtual 
package table", and figure 57 only shows the structure of a virtual package table. 
However, it does not indicate the file layout, which is believed to be different from the 
structure of the virtual package table. 

Claims 89-95 and 102 are also affected.
